The occasion was the meeting of the 
Board of Managers of the House of Refuge. 
The board consists of Mrs. Damon, Mrs. 
Trelease and P. P. Connor, with Mr. Nagel 
as chairman in his capacity of acting 
Mayor, 

Mr. Nagel opened the inquiry by stating 
that the board preferred that the societies 
interested should appoint spokesmen, who, 
if possible, should submit their views in 
writing. a 

R. Graham Frost of the Marquette Club 
spoke for the Catholics. He read the resolu- 
tions adopted by the club. He also quoted 
from the constitution of the State and of 
the United States guaranteeing to all citi- 
zens religious liberty, and called atention 
to section U of the act creating the House 
of Refuge, which permitted ministers of all 
denominations free access to the institution. 
Mr. Frost assured the board that he and his 
fellow clubmen desired but simple justice. 

Justice Zimmermann, as representative 
of the Turnerbund of St. Louis, but of no 
sect or creed he said, wanted the board to 
defer action until the Turnerbund could 
prepare and submit resolutions, His views 
were that everybody should enjoy religious 
liberty, and ministers of all denominations 
be free to visit the House of Refuge, but in 
citizens’ attire as citizens, and not in any

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Was With Dr, George M. Willing and 
Knows He Never Deeded His Claim 
to Reavis or Any One Else. 


nen James Addison Reavis said on 


the witness stand at Santa Fe that Dr. 


Willing transferred his title to the Peralta 
grant to him he lied.“ 

Thie positive assertion was made to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter by Joseph H, An- 
drews, living at 2818 Adams street, who was 
a brother-in-law of Dr. George M. Willing. 

“TJ was with the doctor in Prescott, Ariz., 
at the time of his death,“ continued Mr. 
Andrews, and under no circumstances 
could the statement made by Reavis have 
been true. 

“Not only would a transfer of the grant 
have been an impossibility, but I never saw

or heard of Reavis at that time nor at any 


subsequent period during the years I lived 
in Arizona up to 1879. I never heard of him 
until his now famous claim came to light 
through the proceedings in the Court of 
Claims. My opinion is that he is a rank im- 
postor. 

It was in the latter part of March, 1873, 
that Dr. Willing made his last trip to Ari- 
zona. He had been out twice before and be- 
came interested in some mining property 
near Prescott. Through some provision in 
the papers relating to the mine it was im- 
perative that he should reach it and begin 
work before May, 1873. We started from 
Denver the first week {n September, 1872, 
and after the hardest overland trip I ever 
experienced we finally reached Fort Win- 
gate, a short distance from Prescott, near 
the end of the following March—the exact 
date I don’t Know. 

From the fort the doctor was driven to 


the town of Prescott in the United States 


ambulance in company with the 
captam in charge of the garrison. I do not 
remember the captain’s name. There was 
only room for two, and I followed the next 
day, arriving in Prescott early in the morn- 
ing. I first secured a room and then went 
to a restaurant for-breakfast. While I was 
sitting at the table a man came in and told 
me Dr. Willing was dead. 

“This waz less than twenty-four hours 
after Dr. filling entered the town and he' 
had been dead several hours then, having 
breathed his last some time during the 
night. Dr. Willing spent nearly the whole 
day carousing and drinking in company 
with Dr. Matthews, the surgeon at Fort 
Wingate. They were not separated for a 
moment all that day, but met Judge Flury 
of the Probate Court during the day. He 
remained with Dr. Willing and his military 
friend and persuaded the doctor to file his 
deed to the Peralta grant for record. Dr.

Willing had not enough money and Judge 1 


Flury paid the charges, about $10. This 
was in the afternoon, That night Dr. Will- 
ing died. 

“I have always had my suspicions that 
the doctor was murdered, but as I have no 
proof I will pass that. Reavis swore that 
he was at Prescott when Dr. Willing died 
and told a peculiar story about having se- 
cured a traveling bag in which he found 
the papers relating to the Peralta claim. 
This is all a false docd. When we reached 
Prescott all the clothing we had was what 
we wore, and the doctor had no bag. He 
carried a wallet in which he kept the Peral. 
ta grant deed, The document had been filed 
for record and was not in the wallet when 
his dead body was found. Judge Flury and 
I talked the matter.over a great many times 
and at no time did he ever mention the 
name of Reavis, so I am convinced he had 
never heard of the present claimant. 

“This man Reavis also spoke of havin 
Dr. Willing’s will, He could not have ha 
that document, for it was made before the 
doctor left home and he did not take it 
with him to Arizona. Reavis did pay to 
Mrs. Willing $30,000 for a quit claim to her 
share of the Peralta grant willed her by 
her husband. This must have been some 
time after Dr. Willing’s death. As they 
had no children, Dr. Willing left each of his 
nieces and nephews a share of the ant. 
He believed hig claim valid and had hopes 
of some day coming into possession of the 
land, full 12,600,000 acres of the very garden 
spot of Arizona, including the town of 
Phoenix and the famous Silver King mine, 
one of the largest silver mines in the United 
States. Mrs. Willing lives near Fulton, 
Mo., and in any event will never realize a 
cent from the Peralta claim, having re- 
linquished all her rights to Reavis, but 
whether the latter realizes on his claim 
or not, the nephews and nieces of Dr. Will- 
ing, two in St. Louis (my children) and 
six in Kentucky, will come in for their 
share, 

“Just how Dr. Willing came into pos- 
session of the Peralta land grant papers I 
never knew, beyond his statement that he 
had traded a train of mules and wagons 
forthem, We often talked about the papers 
but he never went into details. I saw them 
once. They were written in Spanish. 1 
did not read them, 

The circumstances attending Dr. WII I- 
ing's death are about as follows: On the 
night of the day he reached Prescott, after 
he left Dr. Matthews and Judge Flury, he 
went to his room. It was then 10 o'clock. 
‘There was no hotel in the town, and he 
roomed at one place and took his meals at 
another. When he reached the house he 
handed his, wallet to the landlord to be 
wept for him until morning. He had been 
drinking and seemed to bein pain. He could 
not get upstairs and the landlord let him 
lie on. the floor, intending to return later 
and help him up. The matter slipped his 
mind, and when he found Dr. Willing the 
next morning. he was lying on his side 
in the hall dead. 1 had only reached the 
tavern an hour before and was immediately 
sen oF...

The Spanish Government in 
1878 granted him $25,000,000 to carry on the 
war against the Cuban insurgents. In June 
of that year he made his triumphal en- 
trance into Havana, 

e General was chosen by the Queen 
Regent to take charge of all the Spanish 
forces in their war against the Rifflans in 
Melilla, Morocco. He sailed with his troops 
on the steamer Alfonso XII. on Nov. 27, 
1 His appearance gave great encour- 
agement to the troops. After hostilities had 
terminated he was selected to represent 
Spain in the negotiations with Morocco. 

When the whole Sagasta Cabinet re- 
signed Gen. Campos was appointed Captain- 
General of Madrid. He then declined to 
form a Cabinet unless all other political 
combinations failed.

BEAT ALL RECORDS 
ON DODGING. 


Silver and Other Issues Ignored 
at Cleveland. 


EVERYTHING WAS STRADDLED 


Substi‘ute Resolution Adopted After 
the Silver Men Were Turned 
Down. 


CLEVELAND, O., June 21.—The conven- 
tion of Republican league clubs has tempo- 
rarily bridged the chasm between the gold 
and silver men by completely ignoring the 
issue. The convention has beat all records at 
dodging—it has dodged everything except 


the speechmakers. The silver agitation had 
been at white heat all week, but the uanani- 
mous action of the Committee on Resolu- 
tions last night to report no resolutions, had 
ended the contest a surprising draw. 
While exhausting all other means to prevent 
the silver men from offering a minority re- 
port and carrying the fight into the con- 
vention, it was found to be unconstitutional 
for the National League of Republican Clubs 
to make any declaration of principles that 
would affect the party and a substitute for 
all such resolutions was agreed upon as an 
ultimatum way out of the dilemma. While 
many were dissatisfied both with the plan to 
ignore the silver question and also with the 
substitute, which ignored all questions in 
order to ignore silver, yet it was generally 
understood that it would be out of order to 
say anything or do anything that would re- 
open the old agitation. 
„ Gen. Edwin A. McAlpin of New York was 
elected president of the league yesterday af- 
ternoon without a contest. He is Adjutant- 
General of New York and being chief of Gov. 
Levi P. Morton’s staff, his election is con- 
sidered by some as favorable to the. latter’s 
nomination for the Presidency. He was 

resident of the New York State League for 
our years. He is a member of the New 
York Board of Trade and Chamber of Com- 
merce, and it is said he is a candidate for the 
next Governorship of New York. 

THE ELECTION OF SECRETARY. 

The usual cheering of leading Republicans 
was indulged in as they entered the hall to- 
day.

HOW IT WAS DONE. 


A Long Struggle to Down the Silver 
Men of the West. 
CLEVELAND, O., June 2L—Here is the 
way the silver men were turned down.

THEY DODGED THE QUESTION. 


The most important event in recent poll- 
tics is the Republican League Convention 
at Cleveland, which closes its session to- 
day. It is significant not so much for 
what it did—for it did nothing—as for 
what it left undone. The choice for Pres- 
ident of the League was predetermined 
and aroused little interest. The only 
question that aroused any interest at 
all was the silver question, and yet the 
proceedings of the convention will be 
searched in vain for an indication that 
such a question exists. In order to avoid 
saying anything on the silver question 
the League decided to say nothing about 
anything. 

This is a noteworthy victory for the 
Western free silver element The dele- 
gates had no sooner come togther than 
it became evident that an alliance be-. 
tween the Hast and South had been 
formed, er rather that the delegates 
from the negro constituencies had been 
“geen,” “reasoned with“ and “convert- 
ed.” This alliance had a controlling 
majority in the convention and started 
in with the determination to stamp the 
heel of condemnation upon the “free sil- 
ver craze.” The fact that the free silver 
men were able not only to prevent this 
but to prevent any expression at all on 

currency question shows that theiy 
power in the party councils is still great 
and that their opposition is dreaded. 

‘The action of the Republican Leaguers 
at Cleveland forecasts the action of the 
Republican Convention next year. There 
is little doubt that the Western free sil- 
ver men will be able to force either a 
straddle or a dodge. There is equally 
little doubt that after much bluster and 
menace they will acquiesce in the straddle 
or edcept the dodge. Then the Grand Old 
Party of high moral ideas will make a 
campaign for gold monometallism in the 
Hast and for humbug bimetallism in the 
West.

THE MONEY QUESTION. 


NO. XI.—THE PUBLIC CREDIT. 

It is said that the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver would impair the public 
credit and be a dishonor to the country. 
If this be true we should not adopt it, for 
neither a nation nor an individual can 
afford to gain temporary relief in the 
payment of debt at the cost of honor. 

It is not proposed to make new dollars 
lighter or less fine than the original ones, 
but to resume the coinage of the old 
dollars with the same weight of metal in 
them, having the same degree of fineness, 
exactly as valuable as the old ones and 
exactly like them. In short, they are to 
be lawful United States dollars, worth 
100 cents each—no more, no less. 

Where is the dishonor in this? How 
can the public credit be impaired by 
paying the debts of the Government in 
these coins? All our national debts are 
expressed, not in eagles, or half eagles, or 
quarter eagles, or double eagles, which 
are gold coins, but in dollars, which are 
gilver coins; and nearly the whole of 
our funded national debt was contracted 
at a time when the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver was a right; that is, 
before it was taken away by the act 
of 1873. 

The bonds of the Goverpment are pay- 
able on their face in gold and silver. 
The right is with the Government of 
choosing which of the two it will pay in; 
and although, at the time, gold was the 
cheaper money and the Government was 
paying in gold, the purchaser took the 
bonds with the full knowledge of the 
Government’s right to pay in silver 
should it become the cheaper metal. 

Suppose the act of 1873 suspending the 
free coinage of silver dollars had not 
been passed and we had gone on coining 
them without limit and paying our na- 
tional debts in them. No one will pre- 
tend that there would have been any 
dishonor in that. Then, how can it be 
dishonest to begin doing now what we 
have had a right to do all the time? 

The people have never given up their 
right to use silver as money. Gold and 
silver are the constitutional money of 
the country, just as truly and lawfully 
to-day as they were before 1873; for the 
act of that year did not and could not 
destroy the money function of either of 
them. The great wrong it did to the 
people was that it suspended the coining | | 
of one of their two money metals, thereby 
doubling the value of the other and mak- 
ing it twice as hard to get. 

All the conditions of national honor are 
fulfilled when we pay our national debt 
at 100 cents to the dollar, and the United 
States standard silver dollars are and 
always have been worth just that much.

Appeal Made by Sassoun Sufferers to 
European Consuls. 

BOSTON, Mass., June 21.—The following 
sent to this city is a copy of a petition from 
Sassoun sufferers in Erzeroum, Eastern 
Turkey, which has been addressed to the 
British, French and Russian Consuls in this 
city: 

We Sassounians, in our homeless condi- 
tion, are forced to flee and come to Erzer- 
oum to appear before you and narrate our 


bitter woes to you, arising from the pres- 
ent severity of the Government. 

Not only does the Government use very 
severe measures to prevent the people of 
Sassoun from appearing before the commis- 
sion to relate the true story, but it also im- 
prisons them if they are bold enough to at- 
tempt to appear or even plan to do so. They 
have even brought women and girls and im- 
prisoned them naked under the surveill- 
ance of a wild and fanatical —— trying 
to force them, as they did other prisoners, 
to give testimony contrary to truth to the 
effect that the massacres occurred in a 
quarrel between Kurds and Armenians, and 
that the Turkish soldiers did no evil, but, 
on the contrary, defended them against the 
Kurds. And because these poor people were 
unable to be witness to such a falsehood 
they were tortured, abused and subjected 
to the misery of imprisonment for many 
days. Still at this present time there are in 
Moosh prisons more than twenty Sassoun- 
lans, who are suffering bitterly, while other 
Sassounians are being persecuted and being 
abused in the Moosh Khanoos villages by 
the local governors. We entreat your im- 
mediate pity and agsistance for ourselves 
and those in prison.

4 Visitors Pass Before the Shrine All 
: Through the Day Paying Their De- 
votions With Reverential Air. 


Early morning pedestrians on Belt ave- 
nue saw an unaccustomed sight in the 
grounds of the Visitation Academy at 
Cabanne. Kneeling on the sward around 
a shrine were over a hundred, black-robed 
nuns, while within the grated enclosure 
before a marble altar stood a white-robed 
priest. He was celebrating mass and the 
golemn tones of his voice as he intoned 
the prayers of the service mingled strangely 
with the chirping of innumerable birds in 
the surrounding trees and the far-off hum 
of the awakening city. 

It was a peculiarly Old World scene, rem- 
iniscent of mediaeval days when faith 


and the business of worship had more im- 
port in men’s minds than worldly affairs. 

To-day is the Feast of the Sacred Heart in 
the Roman Catholic Church, and the com- 
munity of the Visitation Convent were be- 
ginning the devotions in honor of the day 
before their shrine specially dedicated and 
endowed in honor of their devotion to the 
Sacred Heart. 

Rev. Thomas Brown, C. S. S. R., of St. Al- 
phonsus Church celebrated mass, during 
which the nuns advanced to the gate of the 
shrine and received communion. 

Before the community services were con- 
cluded groups of pilgrims had already be- 
gun to gather, and all day long thereafter 
a string of worshipers filed into the enclos- 
ure and knelt before the out-door altar to 
make their devotions. At noon there were 
at least 100 pilgrims kneeling about the 
shrine, among them many infirm, some 
lame, others paralytic, who had to be as- 
sisted to the spot. They came with strong 
faith to pray for surcease of suffering. 
There were many men in the throng. 

In the afternoon a band of promoters of 
the Sacred Heart League from St. Alphon- 
sus’ Church came in a body accompanied 
by their spiritual director., Later the 
promoters of the league, under the direction 
of the Visitation community, held a meet- 
ing and listened to an address by the Rev. 
Constantine Smith. This concluded the 
- Services of the day. 

Saturday the feast of St. Aloysius will 

tness a remarkable pilgrimage to the 
spot. The first communion class and the 
oung people’s sodalities of St. John’s par- 
sh, over 200 in number, will visit the shrine 
early in the morning, hear mass and receive 
communion. The pilgrimage is in charge of 
Fr. Coffey, who has chartered special cars 
to conwey his charges to the — 

The devotion to the Sacred Heart, though 
universal in the Catholic Church, is fos- 
tered in a particular manner by the Visita- 
tion Order, as it was inaugurated by Blessed 
Margaret Mary Alacoque, founder of the 
order. To her the Saviour appeared and 
requested that an association be formed for 
1 devotion to his sacred heart. 

rom this grew the association of the Sa- 
cred Heart, which now numbers millions of 
members in the Catholic Churches through- 
out the world. 

The shrine to the Sacred Heart at 
Cabanne is a beautiful specimen of archi- 
tecture. It stands in the spacious grounds in 
the rear of the massive convent building. A 
‘ wrought tron railing surrounds the shrine, 
which consists of a modified Romanesque 
cupola of brass, supported by six metal 
pillars. Underneath the metal roof on a 
platform of mosaic stand a marble altar, 
_ surmounted by life-size figures in marble 
of Christ and Sister Margaret Mary, repre- 
senting the scene of the apparition. Without 
the shrine proper, but within the enclosure 
is a life-sized marble statue of the Angel 
Gabriel. The figure is rested on a marble 
base two feet in height and supports an 
enormous brass lantern in which a light 
is kept perpetually burning. 

The shrine was completed last year and 
Pope Leo XIII. granted a special plenary 
indulgence.to all the faithful who, after ap- 
proaching the sacraments, would make a 
Pilgrimage to the shrine on the Feast of 
the Sacred Heart. This accounts for the 
number of visitors. Last year thousands 
availed themselves of the proffered spiritual 
advantages and this year the pilgrims will 
be even more numerous. 


GRAND JURY REPORT. 


Expected Saturday, With Some Inter- 
esting Features Attached. 


Saturday a final report will be made by 
the May Grand-jury, which took a recess 
June 7, after having mäde a partial report 
on jail cases. 

The new change of venue law, to take 
advantage of which in election fraud cases 
Circuit Attorney Zachritz adjourned the 
Grand-jury, is now in effect to-day together 
with all other laws framed by the last 
Legislature without emergency clauses. 
The report of the Grand-jury the day after 


the law takes effect prevents defendants 
under indictment taking their cases out of 
St. Louis for trial without a thorough inves- 
tigation by the Court into the merits of the 
— n for changes of venue. This 
will compel all defendants under previous 
indictment for election frauds, whose cases 
have been removed on changes of venue, 
to go to trial in St. Louis, as Saturday’s re- 
rt of the Grand-jury will show them to 
ave been re-indicted. 

In addition to the re-indictments a num- 
ber of indictments against perpetrators of 
Fraud at the last election are expected. 
These matters were directed by Mr. Zach- 
ritz’ personal assistant, Orrick C. Bishop. 
The matter of the old cases alone was 
handled by Mr. Zachritz. It is reliably 
stated there will be at least eight and prob- 
‘ ably more new indictments. 

The Circuit Court jury scandal, it is 
stated, will also be dealt with in the report. 
Another matter will be the question of the 
mining stock exchanges, recently raided for 
violating the gambling laws. These are 
the concerns which post fictitious quota- 
tons on chimerical properties received on 
e y tees Their cases were laid before 
the. Grand-jury, and proprietors are 

xiously awaiting news of its action. If 
Ahe Grand-jury report ignores bills in their 
cases they will resume operations. If no 
mention is made of them in the report they 
will be left in the same position in which 
they were before and cannot resume, 


WILL BREAK RECORDS. 


The Crop ester, ere of Kansas Are Most 
attering. 

TOPEKA, Kan., June 21.—Secretary Co- 
burn of the State Agricultural Board issued 
his report to-day on the present crop con- 
ditions, based on reports from nearly every 
township in the State. It shows a marvel- 
ous improvement in all crop conditions and 
bright prospects. A million and a half acres 
of wheat will be cut, the average yield be- 
ing between eight and nine bushels to the 
acre. 

In corn the State promises to exceed by 
far the best of its wonderful previous yield 
records. The area now reported planted is 
ag acres, or more than 0 per cent over 

largest ever before planted. The aver- 
age of 40.15 bu per acre of 1889, the present 
year would give nearly 64,000,000 bushels 
more than any previous year. The oats yield 
promises to be not less than 25 bushels per 
acre or a total of 32,000,000 bu of “‘medium”’ 
to “very good” grain—the largest output 
gince 1292. 

The potato prospect is fine, the acreage 
larger than ever except one year.

Proposed Transfer of the Internal Rev- 
enue Headquarters. 


Internal Revenue Collector William K.

Stephens. Their mission is to look up 
quarters’ in anticipation of the transfer of 
the Internal Revenue Department head- 
quarters from Cairo, III., to East St. Louis.

The Cairo 
people object strongly to the proposed 
transfer, and the matter has been kept 
quiet in East St. Louis until Friday when 
parties interested admitted that the trans- 
fer was as good as settled.

MAY GET THE LOAN. 


Americans Want to Furnish the Money 
China Pays to Japan. 


WASHINGTON, June 21.—Officials of the 
Chinese Legation say that the American cap- 
italists who are negotiating in China to se- 
cure a loan of 200,000,000 taels, which China 
is about to pay to Japan, stand quite as 


good a chance of securing the loan as any 
other money representatives. Some mis- 
apprehension has been Created by a cable 
statement that China had closed her loan 
in Paris. It is explained by officials that 
this loan is a subordinate one of 16,000,000 
taels to cover the surrender of Liao Tung 
Peninsula. 

There is much interesting speculation as 
to the result of the loan if it is secured by 
the American parties. 

It is said that the first result would be the 
shipment of an unprecedented amount of 
silver. But as China’s bonds are payable 
in gold, the ultimate result would be to bring 
back gold for the silver paid to Japan. 
It is pointed out also that the interest on 
the entire loan will not exceed $5,000, an- 
nually, so that the Chinese customs re- 
ceipts of $23,000,000 will readily meet the 
interest charges ahd provide a sinking fund 
for the redemption of the bonds, which will 
probably run for twenty years.
